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Tie Hibben Trial 


Pax ton Hibben, described as a "well known Socialist" but 


himself denying that he is affiliated with the Socialist party, -is 
being heard by_a board of inquiry of the United States army 
which seeks to test his fitness to serve as a captain nvthe offi- 
cers' reserve corps. The board will make recommendations to 
the commander of the army district in which Hibben is bein«- 
heard, New York. 


The hearings are particularly interesting in that they will1 


have a direct bearing on a ruling which will be handed down 
by the corps commander, relative to the right of a reserve of- 
ficer while not on active duty to express private opinions. Hib 
ben is variously charged with having expressed Red'sympa 
thies and to have criticised the government at Washington 
particularly with regard to the national defense act.. 


It remains, of course, to adduce sufficient proof that Hibben 


voiced sentiments inimical to the best interests of the nation 
the war department is expected to hold that a reserve officer is 
an integral part of the permanent military establishment of the 
nation and as such cannot publicly voice opinions opposite to 
Those held by Washington. This would make Hibben's status 
identical with that of a regular army officer. Regardless of the 
particular merits of this case, it would seem that if every of- 
ficer m the national reserve were permitted to voice personal 
opinions in newspapers, magazines and on public platforms 
that it would not be long before the morale of America's mili- 
tary establishment would be shattered.

The whole matter resolves itself intone of diamet- 
rically opposed standards which cannot be reconciled The So- 
viet follows the doctrine that-its obligations cease to be bind- 
ingH R ? l1^. C0nflkt With its sel«sn interests. American labor1 
and British labor accept the-westera standard that a bargain is 
a bargain and must be observed iv-en if the observance hurts 
When Soviet Russia accepts this generally recognized view 
of common morals it will no longer find the workers of Am- 
erica and Britain hostile to its advances. •
